Detroit to New: ¥ork, 
Where ,Gruesome Dis- 
covery Was Made — All 
Vital Organg Had Been 
Removed. 


New York, July 23.—Removal of 
every vital organ save the brain 
from the body of an unidentified 
oung woman found here today, un- 

hed and multilated, in a trunk 
shipped by express from Detroit, 
makes it virtually impossible to de- 
termine the cause of death, Medical 
Examiner Schwartz announced to- 
night. 

“The cutting was, perhaps, the 
work of a butcher,” he said, “or 
some one only slightly acquainted 
with surgery. A large bladed knife, 
similar to the type used by physi- 
clans in performing an autopsy, and 
3 saw were used. The cutting was 
not done by a pathological student.” 

The result of the analysis of the 
brain will be known tomorrow, he 
said. 

Dr. Schwartz expressed the opin- 
ion that the solution of the mystery 
must come from Detroit. and agided: 

“We are in possession of cartain 
things that will not be made pub- 
lic until the police of Detroit have 
been given time to work out a solu- 
tion of the murder.” 

“The police theory is that the 
mutilation was the work of a ma- 
niac possessing a crude knowledge 
of medicine, but none of' surgery. 

“Whoever did the job,” said Chief 
Medican Examiner Norris, “knew 
enough to remove all organs which 
would give evidence of a crime or 
method of death.” 
Criminal Operation. 

It was impossible~to determine, 
Dr. Schwartz said, whether several 
cuts on the body had been made be- 
fore or after death. He was in- 
clined to believe, he said, that they 
had been made after the woman 
died. 

“I am almost certain that a crim- 
inal operation was performed,” he 
added. “That can be determined by 
finding traces of chloroform in the 
brain.” | 

A list of clothing found in the 
trunk with the body included a top 
coat with @ fur collar, an orange 
sweater, a black sailor hat, black 
silk petticoat and a gray flannel 
shirt. 

The trunk was shipped here from 
Detroit June 10. 

Believing the trunk. contained 
perishable merchandise, one of the 
expressmen: opened‘ it and found the 
woman’s body. The body had been 
jammed into the trunk and. the 
clothes apparently pad been thrown 
in afterward. 

The trunk was shipped, through 
the American Railway Express 
company to this city’by & man giv- 
ine the name of A, A. Tieturn, of 
105 Harper street, Detroit. acecord- 
ine to the records accompanying 
the baggage, the police say. It was 
addressed to “James Douglas,” New 

Held for Several Days. 
York City, they declared. 

Express company officials said 
they had held the trunk at the 

‘pot bazgage room, for several 
days, but when it was -urelaimei 
they had sent it to the store room. 

The body. which had been cov- 
ered over with feminine wearing 
apparel of good material, had been 
crammed into the trink, which 1s 
two and a half feet high and three 
feet long. The trunk, which was 
bound with a clothes-line, was s0 
crowded by jts contents» that it 
bulged at the’side. 

The woman was apparently 25 to 
30 years old, the nolice say, and 
weighed about 130 pounds, had blue 
eyes and had been fairly good l6ok- 
ing. Two upper teeth of her left 
jaw slightly protruded, but this is 
believed to be a natural deformity. 

The woman was a brunette, the 
police say. Her body, which had 
been jammed into the trunk with 
h head thrown back and he- 
knees crowded closely against her 
chin, .was wrapped in newspapers 
and a /long piece of cloth. The 
newspapers were all Detroit edi- 
tions of June 9 and 10. 
Man’s Coat in Trunk, 
News of the discovery attracted 


a huge crowd in front of the ex- 
press company’s building, and po- 
lice reserves had to be summoned. 

A man’s coat was found in the 
trunk, express employees said, and 
there were indications of a “ripper 
murder.” 

After taking charge of the body, 
the police refused to discuss their 
investigation or give any additional 
information. 

Investigation revealed that the 
woman’s legs were broken, prob- 
ably after death, to make the body 
tit the trunk. There are also indi- 
cations that the woimman probably 
had been strangled. 

The feminine wearing apparei 
found on the b-4*\the police say, 
consisted of a complete outfit, in- 
cluding silk negligee and high 
shoes, evidently of an expensive

London, July 23.—“I regret to 
have to say that parliament and 
the kingdom must brace itself to 
face a .bitter period tn Irish his- 
tory as there will be a determined 
organized attempt to establish an 
Irish republic by means of murder 
and intimidation,” declared Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Irelard. In the course of a de- 
bate on Irish affairs in the house 
of cOrhmons today. He annealed to 
all parties and creeds to support 
the government. predicting the sit- 
uation would hecome still worse 
than at present. ' 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster un- 
ionist leader, after declaring that 
“th three-quarters of Ireland the 
British government has been en- 
tirely beaten,” said: 

“There are only two courses open 
for solution—either surrendér to the 
[Irish republic « organization of 
forces to ihsure that the govern- 
ment is not beaten again.” 

Another change in the govern- 
ment policy toward Ireland is ex- 
pected to be announced within a 
few days, but the cabinet has not 
yet been able to determine fullly 
what it will, be. 

The cabinet, which wrestled with 
the proble magain today, is having 
difficulty within itself. Some of 
Premier Lioyd-George’s friends say 
that he is willing to give Ireland 
almost’ anything except a republic. 
but the tory elements in the cabinet 
are reported to be in favor of 
strengthening the military, and if 
necessary, declaring martial law 
in Ireland. | | 

The proposition to attempt nego-

BELFAS ST CONDITION 
CALLED ‘APPALLING, | 

Belfast, July 23.—The t Rev. 
Joseph Macrory, bishop of the dlo- 
cese of Down and Connor, today 
sent a telegram to the “sf secre- 
tary of Ireland, saying: 

“The condition in Belfast is ap- 
palling’ this morning. Yur Catholic 
people gre being brutally driven from 
their homes. Unless the men expeil- 
ed from Queens Island’be reinstated 
and adequately ‘protected, there is 
no hope of peace, ana the ruffians 
who expelled them will only be en- 
couraged to adopt similar tactiég in 
the future.”’ 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster 
unionist leader, today telegraphed 
Belfast unionists as follows: 

“I earnestly hope that all union- 
ists in Belfast will assist the au- 
thorities in putting down the dis- 
turbances and restoring peace.” 

Conditions in riot-torn Belfast were 
reported “normal” by the police at 
1 o’clock this afternoon. The city was 
beginning to check up the loss of 
life and the damage resulting from 
the two days and nights of fierce 
fighting between Sinn Fein and un- 
ionist mobs, with the attendant 
looting by hoodlums. 

Last night was one of terror and 
bloodshed up to $8 o’clock, when 
things quieted. Sporadic shooting 
this morning caused fears that the 
turmoil was to be continued today. 

Up to 1 o’clock, however, the city 
had remained comparatively quiet 
under a downpour of rain, although 
passions were running high and it 
was unsafe to predict what later 
hours might develop. 

The exact number of casualties 
probab:y never will be known. At 
least ten persons were killed last 
nigt and three the night before, 
while the wounded totals several 
hundred. 

Shodting Renewed. 

Shooting was renewed this morn- 
ing in ‘the Kashmir street area, 
where bitter fighting occurred last ;

Willie Caffey and Mrs. John Ivey 
are recovering from the effects of 
poison placed in candy sent to Mrs. 
Littrell at the Middle Tennessee 
Hospital for the Insane. 

Police today are hunting for the 
party who sent the poisoned candy 
to Mrs. Littrell. 

Dr. William Litterer, bacteriolo- 
gist, is making a chemical analy- 
sis of the contents of Mrs. Brooks’ 
stomach and the poison in the can- 

y. He has not completed his ex- 
amination, but has expressed the 
opinion that the poison was strych- 
nine in powdered form. 

On Wednesday Mrs. Littrell, an 
inmate at the hospital, received a 
box of candy through the mail. The 
package was postmarked “Nash- 
ville,” but there was nothing to 
identify the sender of the candy 
which was of a popular brand. 

At the time, Mrs. Littrell was on 
the lawn at the hospital, in com- 
pany with a number of inmates and 
several.attendants. As is the usual! 
custom, the box had been inspected 
by the hospital authorities before 
being delivered to Mrs. Littrell. Mrs. 
Littrell discovered that... a piece 
which she placed in her mouth was 
very bitter, threw the contents of 
the box upon the ground and a 
general scramble for the sweets fol- 
lowed. 

‘Within a few minutes after eat- 
ing the candy, the victims became 
suddenly, ill and Mrs. Brooks, an- 
other inmate, the first to feel the 
effects of the poison, went into con- 
vulsions and died within thirty min- 
utes. 

The deceased was a native of 
Sumter county, as well as Mrs. Lit- 


trell, to whom the poisoned candy 
was consigned. Miss Caffey and 
Mrs. Ivey were attendants at the 
hospital.

Sandy Hook, N. J., July 23.—De- 
fender Resolute tossed h six min- 
utes and forty . seconds handicap 
overboard today and defeated the 
Sritish challenger, Shamrock TIV.. 
‘hoat for boat in the fourth race of 
the 1920 regatta for the America's 
cup. 

The series now ee a tie, and 
the deciding race will be sailed to- 
morrow. Shamrock won the first 
race last Thursday when an acci- 
dent to Resolute’s rigging forced 
her out while far jn the lead. The 
second attempt, last Saturday. end- 
°d in no race, the yachts being un- 
able to get sufficient breeze to 
take them around the course in the 
specified six: hours. 

- Shamrock scored the second vic- 
tory last Tuesday. Resolute came 
back on Wednesday, running a 
dead heat with the chaHenger and 
winning by her handicap of seven 
minutes and one second. Resolute 
will enter tomorrow’s race a favor- 
ite in the wagering. 

Resolute Gains on Beat. 

Today’s race was the fastest of 
the series so far, Resolute com- 
pleting the 30-mile triangular 
course in three hours, 37. minutes 
and 52 seconds. Shamrock /followed 
three minutes and 41 seconds later, 
but the actual difference in sailing 
time was only three minutes and 
15 seconds, Resolute hav ed 
across the startling ‘line by 23 sec- 
onds. 

At the start, the breeze fresh- 
ened and the fog began sweeping 
out to sea. Ag the pall. lifted, 
Shamrock, with her tremendous 
sails get, loomed through and bore 
nw On the mark Hke a huge gray 
Resolute followed hard on} 
her stern, and after a bit of jockey-

Resolute was at her old tricks on 
this, the windward leg. She pointed 
high into the breeze, while Sham- 
rock set off on a reach that took 
her rapidly shoreward. When they 
Swung about for the first mark 
Resolute’s work into the weather 
had gained her an advantage of 
more than a quarter mile. 

Again Captain Charles. Francis 
held Resolute well up 
against the wind, with tHe result 
that he was able to make the mark 
without a tack. Shamreck headed 
off more and was compelled to tack, 
which brought her around the mark 
nearly two minutes behind Reso- 
lute. 

The challengér gained on the sec- 
ond leg, but. was still far behind 
when Skipper Adams straightened 
Resolute out on the home stretch.

Warsaw Has Appealed to 
Soviet Russia for an Ar- 
mistice — London Fears 
Alliance Between Russia 
and Germany.

Washington, July 23.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—Poland, sorely 
beset by the Russian  bolshevik 
armies, called upon the United 
States today for moral support in 
her iow desperate battle with the 
soviet forces. 

Through its legation here, the 
new renublic not only ¥sked for an 
expression from the state depart- 
ment, but also one from President 
Wilson, declaring that such pub- 
lic statements would go a long way 
toward strengthening the morale of 
its soldiers and people. 

Poland’s request was given se- 
rious consideration at the state de- 
partment .nd it was expected that 
a decision would not be long delay- 
ed. Meantime, officials refrained 
from discussing it. Whatever the ul- 
timate decision, however, there were 
indications of their sympathy with 
the Polish republic. It was recall- 
ed‘that the American government 
had steadfastly refused to recognize 
the soviet regime and that less than 
two years ago the state denartment 
requested the allied and neutre’ 
nations to join in declaring the 
bolsheviki international outlaws. 

Arguments for American support 
that were presented by the Polish 
lezation set forth the inconeruity 
of the United States abandoning 
the republic with whose establish- 
ment it had so much to do. Repre- 
sentatives of the legation declared 
that while the situation of their 
-ountry had been made desperate by 
the enormous: weight of the Rus- 
sian forees, it. was not. yet too late 
to avert disaster and that en ex- 
pression of support and sympathy 
by the president would be of ~reat 
aid, 


POLAND©APPEALS: © 
TO SOVIET RUSSIA 
FOR'AN ARMISTICE 


Warsaw... July’ 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press,)—Poland has sent 
armistice proposals direct to the 
soviet government at Moscow. 

After’ these proposals had been 
dispatched by wireless at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon by the national coun- 
cil of defense, a new coalition cab- 
inet was formed under the pre- 
miership of M. Witos. 

The new cabifet has the support 
of the socialist party. M. Datzen- 
ski, the head of the socialists’ or- 
ganization, is the vice premier. 
Aside from these two changes, the 
cabinet remains the same. 

The direct negotiations begun 
with the soviet are on the question 
of an immediate armistice along 
the entire front of about 720 miles. 
The proposals were wirelessed aft- 
er failure to reach any definite 
conclusion in dealings with M. Tchi- 
tcherin, the bolshevik foreign min- 
ister, through Premier Lloyd- 
George, of Great Britain. 

The Polish message was short 
and to the point. There was some 
delay in dispatching it, owing 
chiefly ‘to hitches in the organiza- 
tion of a®coalition cabinet with the 
peasant party leader, Witos, as 
premier. It was decided that fur- 
ther delays would be serious, owing 
to the situation beyond Bialystok, 
and a decision was reached to send 
a wireless note to Moscow at once. 

The Polish line today still ran to 
the east of Grodno, it is announced 
in the official communique. The 
Polish front was holding immedi- 
ately south of the Pripet and in 
Polesia, but further down south a 
breach in the -lne effected by bol- 
sheviki cavalry is reported. 
POLISH SITUATION 
ALARMS ENGLAND. 

London, July 23.—Capture by 
soviet troops of the fortress of 
Dubno, one of the Volhynia group 
of fortifications defending’ the 
southeastern Polish border, is\ an- 
nounced in Thursday's official 
statement from Moscow, received 
by wireless today. 

The bolsheviki also have taken 
the railway town of Slonim, 70 
miles southeast of Grodno and 25 
miles west of Baranovitchi. 

The Polish outlook appears in- 
creasingly menacing to commen- 
tators in this morning’s news- 
papers. Poland not only is extreme- 
ly hard pressed by the boishevik 
armies. they say. but her territory 
is already invaded.

Adequate to Occasion. 


Harding’s speech was completely 
adequate to the occasion. The open- 
ing sentences were of perfect tune 
with the spirit which had descend- 
ed upon both the speaker and the 
audience. “It: is a supreme task,” 
he said, “to interpret the covenant 
of a great political party, the activ- 
ities of which are so woven into the 
history of this republic.” That noté 
of solemn and earnest dedication to 
high service and responsibility dom- 
inated every gesture of his arm, evV- 
ery tone of his voice and every word 
of his speech. The audience on its 
part. was touched in its most exalt- 
ed sensibilities by the feeling that 
here was a man who conceived of 
the thing he was about to do as 
having continuity both with a de- 
void past and with a serious future. 

“Let me be understood clearly 
from the beginning,” he said, “I be- 
lieve in party sponsorship in gov- 
ernment. It was the intention of 
the founding fathers to make polit- 
ical parties not only the preserving 
sponsors, but also the _ effective 
agencies through which hopes and 
expressions and convictions may be 
translated into public performance, 

In the same spirit,” Senator Har- 
ding said: “No man is pig enough 
to run the republic.” He was offer- 
ing wholly to his own attitude to- 
ward the presidency, to his own 
Sense of his limitations. Tnis mis- 
interpretation of his words caused 
Senator Harding some troubled em- 
barrassment. In no part of hig 
speech did he seem to talk slight- 
ingly of the opposition party or its 
leaders. Senator Lodge's speech had 
been full of these illusions to Wil- 
Fon, but the whole of Senator Har- 
ding’s speech ccntained nothing as- 
persive or even disputations. He 
did state that too much power had 
gone away from congress to the ex- 
ecutive, but he had the air of stat- 
ing ft as a historic fact and as a 
necessary preliminary to making 
clear his own intention of restor- 
ing the old balance between the 
branches of the government.- Pvery 
timo that Senator Harding repeated 
in varied forms his intention of re- 
lying upon others he got sympa- 
thetic applause. He got it when he 
said “I believe in a cabinet of the 
highest capacity,” and when he said 
that the vice president will be asked 
to participate. . 


Made Agreeable Impression. 


All in all, Senator Harding made 
a most agreeable impression. You 
felt sure that he had determined 
that there should be no false pre- 
tense. He had the air of a man who 
was going to do his best and who 
is going to make sure the public 
should gnot expect from him any 
more than he was able to give. One 
felt sure that the country would 
see the sincerity in his speech: cer- 
tainty the audience did. His great- 
est wish seemed to be that the 


tude clearly. That part of the 
speech which was devoted to the 
league of nations was immeasure- 
ably more satisfactory than the re- 
ublican platform on the same sub- 
ect. He was clear and unequivocal. 
@ gave a square deal to the demo- 
crats and to all others who believa 
in the league as Mr. Wilson be- 
lieves in it. If style hig speech' was 
decidedly agreeable. Only a’ man of: 
reflection’and of experience in the 
expression of his own thoughts 
could have written it. It is quite 
possible that the engaging quality 
of his humility and earnestness may 
have lent added attractiveness to 
the speech. There were plenty of 
points with which the emocrats 
can take issue, but not anywhere 
was there a sentence that could be 
charged with disingenuineness, and 
through it all, both in the substance 
and the manner, the dominant note 
was one of reverent approach to 
high responsibilities.

speech. He was accompanied by 
Mrs. Cox and baby Anne.

Harrison, of Mississippi, and King, of 


Utah. Senator Harrison, one of the 
governor’s most active. floor man-

knot breeze when the yachts started 


"for the line. For the first time in 
the series, Captain Burton held back 
and allowed Resolute to lead the 
way. But Captain Adams was in no 
hurry and he sailed Resolute down 
the line for a minute and a half 
after the starting signal and then 
crossed. 

Shamrock worked across four sec- 
onds before the two-minute handi- 
cap expired, with Resolute to lee- 
ward, but back winding her. Bath 
yachts started on the starboard 
tack, but Shamrock soon swung 
round to port and headed in shore. 
Resolute followed as usual and heid 
a fine breeze, while Shamrock ran 
into an air pocket. When the two 
boats took starboard tacks Reso- 
lute had worked out more than a 
quarter of a mile in the lead. 

A mile from the start both swung 
around again to port and carried off 
this tack down the coast. All the 
way down on this port tack Reso- 
lute constantly worked to wind- 
ward, so when Shamrock finally 
headed off shore on the starboard 
tack the defender was well to 
weather. 

Resoiute did not tack to port un- 
til 2 minutes after Shamrock, and 
the reason for this was not at once 
evident, but, it -afterwards proved 
that Captain Adams had the mark 
in view and made it-on one board 
off shore. Shamrock .could not 
fetch the buoy and was compelled 


ito take to short hitches before 


rounding. 
Making Twelve Knots. . 

Resolute had her baby jib top- 
sail on the bowsprit half a min- 
ute before turning and her big 
reaching jib on the stay and broken 
out a minute after rounding the 
mark.

" The yachts had sailed about half 
way to the lightship when a squall 
loomed. up’ ahead. In spite of his 
Seabright pilot, famiiar with Jersey 
squalls and-knowing that their 
bark. is usually worse than their 
bite, Captain Burton decided to 
take no chances with his top ham- 
pol nd not only doused his reach- 
@ fib topsail, but hauled down his 
bie club ftopsail. Resolute waited 
until the squall was half a mile 
away and then shortened sail by 
taking in her jib topsail only. 

The squall did nothing except kill 
the southwester and jumble up the 
sea. For half an hour th two 
yachts wooed the fickle winds as 
they did on Tuesday, trying one jib 
topsail after another. Shamrock 
sailed all this time without a club 
topsail, and finally set a working 
topsail which filled much less than 
half the upper triangle. 

Resolute Home First. 


After the squall passed off to 
sea the southwester resumed busi- 


rock picked it up first and over- 
hauled Resolute. It looked at one 
time as if she would go by, but 
soon Resolute’s sails began to fill, 
and after that there was never a 
question as to the result. 

In the last mile Resolute tacked 
to leeward under ballooner, while 
Shamrock crossed the finish line 
with spinnaker to starboard, 

The yachts will sail their final 
race tomorrow over a windward 
and leeward course, which is said 
to favor the defender.

INCREASE IN RATES 


Labor Leader Says Roads 
Ought to Meet Wage 
Award by Increased Ef- 
ficiency — Rail States- 
manship Called Bank- 
rupt. 


Washington, July 23.—Discussing 
the wage award of the rai!road la- 
j}bor board, Samuel Gempers, presi- 
jdent of the American Federation of 
Labor in a statement Thursday de- 
clared that while the railroad em- 
ployees are disappointed, “it is in- 
|} dicated that they will not strike to 
enforce a fairer consideration of 
their needs.” 

Mr. Gompers said that the men 
affected by the award had a right 
to be disappointed at the “first test 
of the wage-making side of the 
Esch-Cummins act.” He declared 
that a “sop has been thrown to each 
railroad worker,” and added that 
“collectively Shey may feel them- 
Selyes morally bound to accept it.” 

The labor leader announced his 
opposition to proposed increases in 
railroad rates to care for the wage 
increases. Such action, or the levy- 
ing of taxes to make up deficien- 
cies, would be unnecessary, he de- 
clared, if railroads were operated 
more efficiently. 


“Much has-been said in the press 
about the estimated aggregate 
wage increases granted to the rail- 
road men of the country by the 
railroad wage board,” said Mr. Gom- 
pers. “The figure, $60,000,000, is 
large, and it sounds imposing anu 
awesome. Most of us have no ade- 
quate idea of what so much money 
means or would look dike. 


Unfair Impression. 


“An entirely unfair. i~~-ression 
gains ground by reason of this bulk- 
ing of the issue. The honest meth- 
od of applying the intrease is to 
apply it to the individual. It is 
estimated that the average wage oft 
a section worker, under the award, 
will be $101 per month, or less than 
$25 a week. ‘The average wage of 
an engineer will be about $280 per 
month, or less than $70 per week. 
These are averages, 80 a great 
many hundreds of workers in’ these 
classifications will get less than 
the estimated average. 

“The two  classiticataions just 
cited are the highest paid and the 
lowest paid. In intermedir‘- clas- 
sifications »xre the firemen, the con- 
ductors and brakemen, the baggage- 
men, telegraphers, carpenters, car 
repairers, boilermakers, machinists, 
gang foremen and sorcalled unskill- 
ed workers. The standard of living 
‘that is possible for these classifi- 
eationis is not that which Is possi- 
ble to men doing like work in other 
industries. 

“A sop has been thrown to each 
railroad worker under the operation 
of the Esch-Cummins ‘> Collec- 
tively they may feel themselves 
morally bound to accept it, but the 
whole theory of that act, whether 
as to wages, conditions of employ- 
ment of the workers or the guaran- 
teed dividends of the railroad com- 
panies is an indictment against the 
Esch-Cummins law, of which time 
will convict the authors. 

“The railroad men are disappoint- 
ed and they have a right to be. The 
first test of the wage-making side 
of the Esch-Cummins act is to them 
as much of a disappointment as it 
well could have been. It is indi- 
cated that the railroad -~ loyees 
will not strike to enforce a fairer 
}consideration of their needs, but it 
must not be forgotten that if the 
award had been 80 low as to compe: 
consideration of the other means of 
redress the men could have struck 
only at the risk of injuring .their 
own cause. 

How {0 Meet Incrense. 
“There ofe other phases of the 
railroad s{tuaNon equally serious. 
The country ts to know how 
this wage increastijs to be met. The 
problem of how, even to come this 
near to an adequate wage, is one 
that is causing all manner of au- 
thorities and would-be authorities 
to gasp in amazement pnd to hunt 
for a solution. : ~~ 

“This whole clamor and specula- 
tion is an evidence of fhe intellect- 
val bankruptcy of rafiroad states- 
‘manship and of railroad operating 
genius. The whole consideration 
of the matter has thus far brought 
forth only two  proposals—direct 
and, indirect taxation. 

We are told that freight rates 
must be increased to meet the extra 
Leost. If théy are not increased the 
extra cost must be met by the ~~ 


ernment. 
“Tt does not s to have occur- 


bred to either the government or the 


railroads that it might be possible 
to increase railroad operating ef- 
‘ficiency to a point that would elimi- 
nate the. extra cost.

efficiency of the railroads as to not 
oly afford a proper wage to~the 
workers, but to also allow a proper 
‘return to railroad investors, 

“First and foremost, the business 
of the railroads is to carry the 
commerce and the people of the 
country and-.to provide for those 
engaged in railroading an adequate 
livi according to American stand- 
ards. American ability and inge- 
nuity has come to a sorry pass if 
it must confess failure to put the 
railroads in condition to do that 
work.in that. manner.

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“How behind the times.we are, 
with all our boast’ of progress,” is 
She thought prompted in reading a 
‘pamphlet on the political rights of 
“women in Czechoslovak republic, 
| Written by a woman leader, Madame 
‘4 Piaminkova. 

-* The pamphlet comes from Mrs. 
‘Qulian Harris who has been in 
‘Prague, and knows the writer, to 
fier friend, Mrs. Linton Hopkins, of 
Atlanta. é 

' On the subject, Mrs. Harris w rifes: 
y “I met Mme. Plaminkova in 
(Prague last fail. She is a member 
‘Of the Prague municipal council and 
Was appointed by the city of Prague 
to presidé at the banquet given by 
the municipality to our party, which, 
by the way, was composed: mainly 
'of men—Americad and English 
journalists. So you see women have 
quite a bit of prestige in Czecho- 
Slovakia.” — 

Equality ‘of Rights. 

In answering in the pamphlet, 

“How does the equality oi rights 
of women work in actual practice,” 
Mme. Plaminkova cites: 
“It was established even before 
the war ended. There Had arisen 
througnout the whole country ‘na- 
‘tional committees’ which prepared 
the revolution and which subse- 
guently took over the executive 
power in the state. These commit- 
tees were composed of delegates 
from every political varty and 
among the.members of the national 
committees there were very many 
women-—-some even taking high of- 
fice in the committees. 


“There arose also economic-polit- 
ical institutions. The Vienna gov- 
ernment of the Hapsbures, as is 
well known, looked upon. the 
Czechoslovak lands as their gran- 
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itselé had exhausted supplies, 
Bardiess of the faminé prevai 
in all Czech regions, carried off 
that they. possibly could. The 
‘economic councils’ composed, in 
this case also, of delegates from 
the political parties became institu- 
tions for assistance and defence. 

“The idea of establishing these 

‘economics councils’ originated in 
the brain of a woman, they relied 
on the co-operation of women who 
were members endowed. with full 
rights, of all their committees and 
central offices (the ‘economic coun- 
cils’ still exist as semi-official or- 
gans of pubiic control over fooa 
supply and it is laid down that one- 
fifth of their members must be 
women.

The records of the 
committee of the Atlanta chapter 
of the American Red Cross show 
that there fare at present 189 cases 
being looked after by the seven 
‘Red Cross nurses, and the super- 
visor. Miss Habernicht, these rep- 
resenting the present staff of the 
nursing committee. 

In the intérest of these cases, al- 
ready ‘more than 900 visits have 
been made by the nurses, and they 
have had the satisfaction of seeing 
many cases dismissed. and many 
homes the wiser by the visits of the 
nurses, who. while they attend. the 
sick, give valuable information 
about the sanitation of a sick room, 
the air and ventilation necessarv. 
and about the preparation of foods 
for the sick. 

A Loan Chest. 

In ordeér to facilitate the work of 
the nurses, a loan chest has b* 
established by the committee 
through which bedding. night cowns 
and night shirts,. children’s slips 
and clothing and other articles nec- 
essary in the sick room and emer- 
gency cases can be borrowed bv the 
nurses in their service. These 
things. when there is no further use 
for them. aré returned to the nurs- 
ing committee. sterilized and put 
in readiness for further use. , 

The Red Cross nurses will re- 
spond in maternitv cases, and ren- 
der assistance to physicians, where 
no régular nurse is in charge 
where very sick mothers or chil- 
dren require the follow-up care a 
trained nurse can give.

The Award Situation and 
Freight. Rates Outlook 
Bring Increased Atten- 
tion From Traders. 


BY C. H. PLATT. 

New York, July 24.—(Special.)— 
The securities markets were irreg- 
ular during the past week, but 
the undertone was strong and there 
were periods when short covering 
caused fair advances in prices. It 
is safd that “the bull market will 
come yet,” Although it is now two 
weeks past the time when it had 
been looked for, and during the 
better part of the current month 
the trend of prices has been down- 
ward. The wage award to the rail- 
road workers is not in accord with 
many ideas in financial circles, 
where it was the general opinion 
that! onty a small advance would be 
given and@ only to the clasg of work- 
ers who were comparatively on a 
lower wage scale than the mafortty. 
It was recognized as inevitablke that 
there would be some advance, how- 
ever, 80 when the figures were stud- 
ted, it was the general idea. that 


have been possible; also that the 
higher wages might make 
workers more contented, thongs at 
the montfent there might be-some 
grumbling from those who wanted 
more. 

As it is certain that the forth- 
coming freight rate advances wih 
allow for this higher wege scale, 
there is an increasingly friendly 
attitude in the stock market to- 
wards the railroad stocks, with pres 
dictions general that within the 
next year there will be a boom in 
many of them. The average in- 
vestor and speculator, though, is 
still puzzled as to which stocks to 
pick and which to let alone, for it 
may ¢urn out that some will not 
be in any stronger pesitions mar- 
ketwise than they are now if the 
freight advances by a zome system 
do not benefit certain roads though 
aiding most of those in a given 
zone. The industrial stocks are in 
a strong technical position, as the 
recent gf short sales have not 
yet been followed by sufficient cov- 
ering to y ven the technical position 
weak. ertain of the industrials 
are unquestionably. not only over- 
sold, but have declined to such a 
great extent in recent months that 
they have discounted about every-. 
thing unfavorable excepting a panic 
and ve left no leeway for a clear- 
er future outlook at present price 
levels. 

Business Reports, 

Reports of business conditions in- 
dicate that the “day of readjust- 
ment” is not yet here, and that the 
present slowing up in many “Mues of 
trade will be followed. by better 
conditions quite soon, although few 
look for a return to we highes? 
point of inflation which was reacn- 
ed four or five months ago. The 
shutting down of factories and sell- 
ing organizations in the lines of 
business where supply had caught 
up with demahd may create a new 
shortage. There are certain other 
signs, some of them of considera- 
ble importanca, indicating that the 
process of defiation will be carried 
forward.
